Sheppard maintains his wife 


was killed by a “ bushy haired in­ 
truder,” who twice knocked him 


unconscious when he went up­ 
stairs to investigate his wife’s 
scream s. He said he was asleep 
downstairs when she scream ed. 
The brief claims the defense 


can demonstrate that the killer 
was left-handed. Dr. Sheppard is 
right handed. 
Since no murder weapon was 


found, the brief suggests it was 
an object carried into the room 
by the killer for another purp­ 


ose. “ Such an item would be a 
heavy flashlight,” the brief says. 
The defense also gives weight 


to two tooth fragments found un­ 
der 
Marilyn’s 
body, 
although 


there was no external injury to 
her mouth. It concludes the teeth 
were broken when she bit her 
killer’s hand and he jerked the 
hand from her mouth. Sheppard 
had no injury on his hands. 
The brief also charges 37 errors 


of law during the trial.

WASHINGTON (AN—City dwellers 
who complain about high food pric­ 
es have the sympathy of H. D. 
Heckathorn, an Ohio farmer. 


Heckathorn thinks they’re too 


high, too. He said that was one 
big reason why he led a delega­ 
tion of Ohio Farm Bureau mem­ 
bers to Washington this week. 
Wiry, nearly dressed and gray 
haired, Heckathorn operates a cat­ 
tle, sheep and hog farm near For­ 
est, Ohio. He and his four- sons 
work 700 acres. Last December, he 
was elected Ohio Farm Bureau 
president. 
Near the close of the delegation’s 
Washington tour, a reporter asked 
Heckathorn how Ohio farmers are 
faring financially. 
“ Oh, our income is down. Defi­ 
nitely so,” he replied. 
“ Then why,” asked the reporter, 
‘are you supporting the variable 
price supports 
on 
basic 
crops? 
Won’t that mean prices and farm 
income will go down further?”

“ YES,” CONCEDED H e c k a ­ 
thorn. “ But we want them (prices) 
to go down. They’re too high. 
“ We’re looking to the future, not 
just 1955. We’re getting in deeper 
and deeper, all the while piling up 
these big crop surpluses. We don’t 
want to price ourselves out of the 
market.” 
Then, measuring his hand about 
a foot above the floor, he added: 


r “ We want to reduce controls down 
to here, so they will be necessary 
only in an extreme situation, like 
1931.” 
Anyway, he went on, price con­ 
trols on crops don’t work out well 
for Ohio farmers. He gave this 
example: 
Under 
controls, 
the 
govern­ 


ment might order an Ohio farmer 
to cut his wheat acreage in half. 
So the farmer then puts the spare 
land in barley. 


“ So what happens?” asked Heck­ 
athorn. 
‘We’re right back in the 
wheat bin again. I mean by that, 
that too much barley is grown, a 
surplus develops 
and 
the 
price 
falls. Sometimes I can get barley 
for 65 cents a bushel. My face gets 
red when I pay that for it. It costs 
more than that to grow barley.’ 


Gas Line Chief 
Urges U. S. Curbs 


WASHINGTON UP) - Continuous 
price rises under “ escalator” clau­ 
ses could cause a serious break­ 
down in natural gas rates to indus­ 
try, says French Robinson, pres­ 
ident of the Consolidated Natural 
Gas Co. The company operates in 
Ohio and three other states. 
He told the House Commerce 
Committee yesterday that federal 
controls should be maintained over 
gas producer prices where buying 
contracts have “ escalator” claus­ 
es. These clauses provide that the 
price shall go up to meet any bet­ 
ter price which another producer 
may obtain.

LOS ANGELES UP) — A $300,000 
investigation 
into

scourge of smog has disclosed: 
1. That smog is man-made. 
2. That it can be attributed to 
industry, autos and incinerators. 
3. That it can be capricious, caus­ 
ing eye irritation in one district 
while at the same time causing 
plant damage, but not eye irrita­ 
tion, in a nearby area. 
Dr. Lauren B. Hitchcock, presi­ 
dent of the Air Pollution Founda­ 
tion, yesterday reported the re­ 
sults of his group’s county-spon­ 
sored survey of smog last summer 
in Los Angeles. 
Medical science is unable to tell 
that pollutants in the 
air killed 
human beings in Donora, Pa., and 
London, England, in 
attacks 
of 
smog in recent years, he said. But 
he ticked off the sources that con­ 
tribute pollutants to Los Angeles 
smog, and the percentage of con­ 
tribution, as follows: 
Industry: 50 per cent. 
Motor vehicles: 40 per cent. 
Incinerators: 10 per cent.

Plans to put a new air raid siren 


atop city hall collided today with 
the leading district spokesmen for 
all those who hold special rever­ 
ence for historical values and old- 
time sentiment. 


Mac Noggle, outstanding auth­ 
ority on Pickaway County’s his­ 
torical treasures, sharply chal­ 
lenged a proposal sponsored by 
Bernard Tait, the district’s Civil 
Defense director. Tait warned 
earlier this week that the siren, 
soon to be delivered here, should 
be placed on the municipal build­ 
ing; 
It is the logical place for it, he 
declared, and it will 
also cost 
money to change installation plans 
if city council finally decides the 
siren should go elsewhere. 
In firing a heavy barrage in re­ 
ply, Noggle aimed a special blast 
at Tait’s threat to enlist the aid 
of regional CD officials if local of­ 
ficials start a “ debate” over the 
siren’s location. Noggle, author of

New Sheppard Defense Theory Says Real Killer 
Was A Left-Handed Peeper Or Sex Deviate' 


CLEVELAND OD — In an a t­ 
tempt to upset Dr. Samuel Shep- 
pard’s conviction of second de­ 
gree murder, defense attorneys 
will tell Appeals Court today that 
Mrs. 
Marilyn 
Sheppard 
was 
hacked to death by a left-handed 
intruder, whom she probably bit 
on the hand when he tried to 
> stifle her cries. 
The argument is in a brief, pre­ 
pared by William J. Corrigan, 


chief counsel for the young oste­ 
opath sentenced last December 
to life in prison for the killing. 
Corrigan released copies of the 
brief to reporters last night, on 
the eve of the deadline for filing 
it in Appeals Court. 
Some of the points in the de­ 
fense case are believed to have 
been developed by Dr. Paul Ii. 
Kirk, University 
of 
California 
criminologist, 
hired 
to investi­ 


gate the case by Corrigan. Kirk 
is not mentioned in the brief. 
The brief claims a “peeper or 
sex deviate” could have peered 
in at Marilyn from an apple tree 
near the house, could have en­ 
tered the house by the unlocked 
back door, gone to her bedroom 
and killed her. 
Sheppard maintains his wife 
was killed by a “bushy haired in­ 
truder,” who twice knocked him 


unconscious when he went up­ 
stairs to investigate his wife’s 
screams. He said he was asleep 
downstairs when she scream ed. 
The brief claims the defense 
can demonstrate that the killer 
was left-handed. Dr. Sheppard is 
right handed. 
Since no murder weapon was 
found, the brief suggests it was 
an object carried into the room 
by the killer for another purp­ 


ose. “Such an item would be a 
heavy flashlight,” the brief says. 
The defense also gives weight 
to two tooth fragments found un­ 
der 
Marilyn’s 
body, 
although 
there was no external injury to 
her mouth. It concludes the teeth 
were broken when she bit her 
killer’s hand and he jerked the 
hand from her mouth. Sheppard 
had no injury on his hands. 
The brief also charges 37 errors 
of law during the trial.

Mindanao's Lake Lanao 
Drops 4 Feet A s Bottom 
Is Split By Fissure 


DANSALAN, Mindanao, 
Philip­ 
pines im—The death toll in the dis­ 
astrous southern Philippines earth­ 
quake mounted to 327 today with 
reports from outlying areas contin­ 
uing to give a grim picture of ter­ 
rifying destruction. 
Most of the dead were counted 
in the Lake 
Lanao 
region 
of 
northwestern 
Mindanao 
where 
Friday’* mighty tremors caused 
a giant wave which submerged 
an entire village on the west 
shore. 
In addition to the 327 confirmed 
dead, provincial officials listed 254 
as injured and estim ated $5 million 
in crop damage. Additional mil­ 
lions in damage was wrought to 
churches, 
public 
buildings 
and 
homes which collapsed or slid into 
the lake. 
An estimated 10,000 persons were 
homeless, mostly in Lanao. 
Officials in the capital ot Lanao 
province expressed fear the toll 
would climb further. 
President 
Ramon 
Magsaysay 
flew to hardest hit cities, Ozamis in 
Misamis Occidental province, and 
Dansalan and Iligan in Lanao. 
He climbed on the rubble of the 
toppled old Spanish church 
in 
Ozamis and told the inhabitants: 
“ I am really sorry this had to 
happen to you. I regret being here 
to view this terrible destruction,'*

THE HEAVIEST of the shocks, 
which continued nearly eight hours, 
shattered cities and villages bor­ 
dering the west half of Lake Lan­ 
ao, in northwestern Mindanao and 
Iligan City on the island’s north 
coast. 
Yawning cracks split highways, 
bridges were 
twisted, 
churches 
and houses collapsed. Some slid 
into Lake Lanao. 
Lt. Col. Antonio Garcia of the 
Philippines Constabulary reported 
the waters of Lake Lanao dropped 
about four feet, apparently drain­ 
ed by a fissure on its floor. The 
lake is about 20 miles long and IO 
miles wide. 
“I heard a rush of water as lf 
there was a suction in the center 
of the lake,” Garcia said.

Here’s the long and short of 
which tax form to choose this 
year. 
The easier form is the short 
one (1040A) which is printed 
on a tabulating card. Use it if 
your total income is not more 
than $5,000, and is made up of 
wages reported on your with­ 
holding statem ents (Form W-2) 
and not more than $100 addi­ 
tional. 
The limit also applies to the 
combined income of husband 
and wife filing a joint return. 
If you qualify for the short 
form, and if your contributions, 
taxes, 
interest,

penses, child care costs and 
losses are less than IO per cent 
of your total income, use it. 
However, if you prefer to work 
out your own tax rate, you can 
use the long form (1040). 
When using the long form 
you can itemize your deduc­ 
tions. Generally this is to your 
advantage if your deductions 
exceed IO per cent of your ad­ 
justed gross income. 
If you do not itemize deduc­ 
tions, you compute tax from 
the tax table (provided with the 
tax forms) if your gross income 
is $5,000 or less.

BY OWN BOOTSTRAPS 
BEFO RE LONG the United States m ay 
have a cartel of British islands athw art her 
eastern flank . Plans for establishment of a 
British Caribbean federation are mak ing 
steady progress. 
With the exception of British Guiana and 
British Honduras, all of her m ajesty ’s pos­ 
sessions in this hem isphere seek to join 
forces in what m ay be described as a 
water-logged nation. 
Territories which have signed up for the 
federation are Jam aica, Barbados, Trini­ 
dad, Leeward Isles and Windward Isles. 
Though there’s m uch ocean between pieces 
of real estate, federation m em bers expect 
to gain economic stability by pooling re­ 
sources. 
As separate entities the Caribbean col­ 
onies have had tough sledding for as long 
as any one can rem em ber. Economic dif­ 
ficulties have had a retarding effect on the 
fitness of the natives to rule them selves 
and their desire to stand on their own feet. 
Federation* should provide shelter for the 
weak er islands and captive m ark ets f or 
the strong. 
An issue holding up final implementation 
involves the request of the over-populated 
and less prosperous islands for freedom of 
m ovem ent within the federation. Another 
delicate point is the choice of a site for the 
federal capital. 
West Indian Federation, with its prom ­ 
ise of self sufficiency and general social 
and hum anitarian bootstraps uplift, can do 
m uch for a long depressed area. 


MODERATION THE WAY 
IN CONNECTION with the pending m er­ 
ger of the A m erican Federation of Labor 
and the Congress of Industrial Organiza­ 
tions, one theory is that it is succeeding 
after y ears of effort because leaders of the 
two groups realized 
t ha t m em bership 
growth had slowed to a halt. 
Ratio of union m em bers to the total in­ 
dustrial labor force is about the sam e now 
a sit was in 1946, approxim ately 38 per 
cent. Observers cite as a principal reason 
that m any work ers are less friendly to la­ 
bor bosses than they are to employ ers. 
They saw signs that bosses were clamping 
down dictatorial controls on unions. 
That was seen as the reason why t he 
late Senator Taft, with repeal of Taft-Hart- 
, .

Nobody can k now for sure 
when the Red Chinese will try to tak e M at­ 
su or Quemoy or, for that m atter, Form osa. 
That they are impelled by their 
current 


im perialism to challenge the United States 
is bey ond doubt because they m ust estab­ 
lish in Asian ey es that they are equal to if 
not greater than the United States or any 
other W estern power. 
W alter S. Robertson, 
Assistant 
Secre 
tary of State for F a r E astern Affairs, once 
defined the Red Chinese in these term s: 
‘. . .We a re confronted in Peiping with 
an arrogant, contem ptuous regim e of hard­ 
core international Communists who 
ha v e 
play ed a gangster role in their relations 
with us and other countries. . .” 
Unfortunately , harsh words do not w i n 
wars. And Mr. R obertson’s superiors are 
not altogether sure that they w ant to win 
this war or even to engage in it. They are 
think ing of 
another conference, another 
Yalta perhaps, at which some deal can be 
engineered which will help 1955 pass with­ 
out a war. They believe that the longer no 
general war occurs, the less chance there 
is of such a w ar ever ocurring. They be­ 
lieve that a statistical superiority in arm s 
m ay save the world. 
It is difficult to argue over such ques­ 
tions because no one can k now the correct 
answ ers. Surely the w ars in which the 
United States has engaged since 1917 have 
not produced 
a victory in the sense that 
w hat we are told we fought for has been 
achieved. World W ar I was to have m ade 
the world safe for 
a concept roughly de­ 
scribed as dem ocracy . 
W hat was 
really 
m eant was representative 
governm ent, 
government by the choice of the people. 
World War II w as in reality an exten­ 
sion of World W ar I. It started over Poland. 
The Hitler-Stalin Alliance, with a division 
of the world between G erm any and Russia 
in accordance with the Ribbentrop-Molo- 
tov Pact, generated a warlik e atm osphere 
even though the treaties were secret. This 
was forgotten and for it 
was substituted 
the Atlantic C harter and the F our 
F ree ­ 
doms. They w ere forgotten when Soviet 
Russia and the United States becam e al­ 
lies. In their place cam e ‘The G rand De­ 
sign,” a theory that by com passionate con­ 
duct, by generous gifts, by appeasem ents, 
by giving to the Russian additional souls, 
Stalin would cease to be a brutal M arxist 
and become a good Christian instead. 
This is the period of Teheran and Yalta; 
at these conferences the United 
S t a t e s 
m ade the greatest historic errors in all its 
history . It becam e enmeshed in a perm a­ 
nent w ar. 
Yalta might not have been such a 
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“ Listen, Mo ther, if y o u do n’t sto p picking o n me I'll g o 
ho me to my husba nd.”

Effects of the new antibiotic, 
called benzathine penicillin, were 
described in a recent issue of the 
Foundation’s Bulletin on Rheu­ 
matic Diseases, issued monthly 
to phy sic ia ns and s c ie ntis ts 
throughout the world. 
The report states that the an­ 
tibiotic eradicates the strepto­ 
coccal infection that may lead to 
rheumatic fever. One injection 
will protect a child for an entire 
month. I’ll have more to say

A new anti-folic acid drug, 
Methotrexate, 
has 
been

nounced by the Lederle Labora­ 
tories Division of the American 
Cy anamid Company .

When used in combination 
with ACTH, cortisone and other 
compounds, Methotrexate is said 
to help give 70 per cent of chil­ 
dren doomed with leuk emia a 
temporary return to good health.

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BY OWN BOOTSTRAPS 
BEFORE LONG the United States may 
have a cartel of British islands athwart her 
eastern flank. Plans for establishment of a 
British Caribbean federation are making 
steady progress. 
With the exception of British Guiana and 
British Honduras, all of her majesty’s pos­ 
sessions in this hemisphere seek to join 
forces in what may be described as a 
water-logged nation. 
Territories which have signed up for the 
federation are Jam aica, Barbados, Trini­ 
dad, Leeward Isles and Windward Isles. 
Though there’s much ocean between pieces 
of real estate, federation members expect 
to gain economic stability by pooling re­ 
sources. 
As separate entities the Caribbean col­ 
onies have had tough sledding for as long 
as anyone can remember. Economic dif­ 
ficulties have had a retarding effect on the 
fitness of the natives to rule themselves 
and their desire to stand on their own feet. 
Federation* should provide shelter for the 
weaker islands and captive markets f o r 
the strong. 
An issue holding up final implementation 
involves the request of the over-populated 
end less prosperous islands for freedom of 
movement within the federation. Another 
delicate point is the choice of a site for the 
federal capital. 
West Indian Federation, with its prom­ 
ise of self sufficiency and general social 
and humanitarian bootstraps uplift, can do 
much for a long depressed area. 


MODERATION THE WAY 
IN CONNECTION with the pending mer­ 
ger of the American Federation of Labor 
and the Congress of Industrial Organiza­ 
tions, one theory is that it is succeeding 
after years of effort because leaders of the 
two groups realized t h a t membership 
growth had slowed to a halt. 
Ratio of union members to the total in­ 
dustrial labor force is about the same now 
a sit was in 1946, approximately 38 per 
cent. Observers cite as a principal reason 
that many workers are less friendly to la­ 
bor bosses than they are to employers. 
They saw signs that bosses were clamping 
down dictatorial controls on unions. 
That was seen as the reason why t h e 
late Senator Taft, with repeal of Taft-Hart- 
ley a direct issue in Ohio in 1950, carried 
every industrial county in the state. 
Labor bosses are reported as subscrib­ 
ing to the theory that by amalgamating 
the two big organizations, they will become 
more potent, both economically and polit­ 
ically, get rid of minor federal restrictions 
now in effect and be in a position to or­ 
ganize the vast majority of all workers. 
George Meany, present head of the AFL, 
is reported to be leaning toward emphasis 
on labor-management cooperation 
in an 
era of moderation. If this view prevails, 
both labor and the nation will be gainers. 


George E. Sokol sky’s 
These Days 


The various stories that have 
recently 
appeared on the subject of our war with 
Red China have reached their ultimate in 
setting the date of April 15 as the moment 
of the strike. Nobody can know for sure 
when the Red Chinese will try to take Mat­ 
su or Quemoy or, for that matter, Formosa. 
That they are impelled by their 
current 
imperialism to challenge the United States 
is beyond doubt because they must estab­ 
lish in Asian eyes that they are equal to if 
not greater than the United States or any 
other Western power. 
Walter S. Robertson, 
Assistant 
Secre 
tary of State for Far Eastern Affairs, once 
defined the Red Chinese in these terms: 
‘. . .We are confronted in Peiping with 
an arrogant, contemptuous regime of hard­ 
core international Communists who h a v e 
played a gangster role in their relations 
with us and other countries. . J* 
Unfortunately, harsh words do not w i n 
wars. And Mr. Robertson’s superiors are 
not altogether sure that they want to win 
this war or even to engage in it. They are 
thinking of 
another conference, another 
Yalta perhaps, at which some deal can be 
engineered which will help 1955 pass with­ 
out a war. They believe that the longer no 
general war occurs, the less chance there 
is of such a war ever ocurring. They be­ 
lieve that a statistical superiority in arms 
may save the world. 
It is difficult to argue over such ques­ 
tions because no one can know the correct 
answers. Surely the wars in which the 
United States has engaged since 1917 have 
not produced a victory in the sense that 
what we are told we fought for has been 
achieved. World War I was to have made 
the world safe for a concept roughly de­ 
scribed as democracy. 
What was 
really 
meant was representative 
government, 
government by the choice of the people. 
World War II was in reality an exten­ 
sion of World War I. It started over Poland. 
The Hitler-Stalin Alliance, with a division 
of the world between Germany and Russia 
in accordance with the Ribbentrop-Molo- 
tov Pact, generated a warlike atmosphere 
even though the treaties were secret. This 
was forgotten and for it 
was substituted 
the Atlantic Charter and the Four 
Free­ 
doms. They were forgotten when Soviet 
Russia and the United States became al­ 
lies. In their place came ‘The Grand De­ 
sign,” a theory that by compassionate con­ 
duct, by generous gifts, by appeasements, 
by giving to the Russian additional souls, 
Stalin would cease to be a brutal Marxist 
and become a good Christian instead. 
This is the period of Teheran and Yalta; 
at these conferences the United S t a t e s 
made the greatest historic errors in all its 
history. It became enmeshed in a perma­ 
nent war. 
Yalta might not have been such a se­ 
vere blow to our country were it not that, 
in 1946, General George Marshall was sent 
to China to effect a compromise and coali­ 
tion between the Marxists and the Nation­ 
alists, between Mao Tze-tung and Chiang 
Kai-shek, as though they were Republicans 
and Democrats. By the use of the device 
of the ‘‘long truce,” the Chinese Commu­ 
nists, assisted by the Russians, armed by 
the remains of the munitions of the Jap­ 
anese Kwantung Army, took control of Chi- 
| na after the United States effectively dis­ 
armed the Nationalists.

OUR m onthly rep o rt on new 
m edical advances brings news of 
help today for victim s of rh eu ­ 
m atic fever, leukem ia and certain 
types of non-pulm onary tubercu­ 
lous lesions. 
The A rthritis and R heum atism 
Foundation of New York City re ­ 
cently announced th a t a new 
form of penicillin has “proved 
unusually effective in th e control 
and 
prevention 
of 
rheum atic 
fever.** 
Effects of New Antibiotic 
Effects of th e new antibiotic, 
called benzathine penicillin, were 
described in a recent issue of the 
Foundation’s Bulletin on R heu­ 
m atic Diseases, issued m onthly 
to p h y s ic ia n s a n d s c i e n t i s t s 
throughout the world. 
T he report states th a t th e a n ­ 
tibiotic eradicates th e strep to ­ 
coccal infection th a t m ay lead to 
rheum atic fever. One injection 
will protect a child for an entire 
m onth. I ’ll have m ore to say 
about th is new discovery in a 
later colum n. 
Anti-Folic Acid Drug 
A new anti-folic a d d drug, 
M ethotrexate, 
has 
been 
a n ­ 
nounced by the Lederle L abora­ 
tories Division of th e Am erican 
Cyanam id Company. 
M e th o tre x a te is c h e m ic a lly 
sim ilar to another anti-leukem ia 


drug, A m lnopterin, developed in 
1947. When used in com bination 
w ith ACTH, cortisone and other 
compounds, M ethotrexate is said 
to help give 70 per cent of chil­ 
dren doomed w ith leukem ia a 
tem porary retu rn to good health. 
Animal tests indicate th a t the 
new anti-folic acid m ay work on 
children who do not respond to 
compounds now in use. 
Enzym e Jelly 
Development 
of 
an 
enzyme 
jelly useful in tre a tm e n t of cer­ 
tain types of non-pulm onary tu ­ 
berculous lesions was reported in 
a recent issue of the Am erican 
Review of Tuberculosis. 
Dr. George N. H azlehurst of 
New York University College of 
M edicine wrote th a t the Jelly 
“was found effective In healing 
a num ber of supperative tuber­ 
culosis lym ph nodes." Each lesion, 
h s said, m ust be treated on an 
individual basis. 
Areas of th e disease not in di­ 
rect contact w ith th e jelly, he 
explained, are not affected by the 
application. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
R. L. D.: Are alcoholic bever­ 
ages harm ful to a person w ith 
sugar in th e urine? 
Answer: It is advisable th a t 
such people avoid the use of al­ 
coholic beverages.

3 rd Shot In Series 
Can Only Be Given 
5 Weeks After 1st 


Giv ing of the third inocu lation in 
a series of three p rop osed Salk 
p olio v accine shots may p ose a 
sp ecial p roblem in Pick away Cou n­ 
ty . 
The third sho t is to be giv en 
fo ur weeks after the seco nd. Ac­ 
co rding to the present timetable, 
this time might o ccur after co­ 
unty scho o ls had been dismissed 
fo r summer v acatio ns. 
Dr. A. D. Black bu rn, 
cou nty 
health commissioner, said that the 
v ariou s schools in the cou nty wou ld 
hav e the resp onsibility of getting 
their first and second grade p u p ils, 
the ones getting the shots, back 
to the school when the medical 
team arriv es. 
Howev er, all this is in the ten- 
ativ e stage, Dr. Black bu rn p ointed 
ou t. First, the v accine mu st be li­ 
censed by the federal gov ernment. 
This, he noted, cou ld not tak e p lace 
before the Ap ril 12 annou ncement 
concerning the effectiv eness of the 
v accine o n the basis o f last y ear’s 
tests. 


Prison Forestry Program 
Paying Ohio Dividends Now 


SECOND, once the v accine is 
manu factu red it will tak e time for 
distribu tion. Dr. Black bu rn estim­ 
ated that the cou nty may not get 
the v accine u ntil the latter p art of 
Ap ril. 
Dr. Black bu rn ex p lained that the 
cou nty schools are already set u p 
for the shots. He said the same 
sy stem wou ld be u sed as the one 
emp loy ed by the cou nty for giv ing 
dip htheria—that is, v irtu ally the 
same schedu le of schools. 
The sho ts giv en to first and 
seco nd graders will be free. Ho w­ 
ev er, each child had to get his 
parents' permissio n. It is estimat­ 
ed that appro x imately two -thirds 
o f the eligible pupils in Pickaway 
Co unty will get the sho ts. 
The v accine will be made av ail­ 
able to the general p u blic later 
on, Dr. Black bu rn noted. He said 
estimates on how mu ch the three 
shots wou ld cost v ary —a figu re of 
$5 or $6 for the three, not cou nt 
ing the doctor’s fees, ap p ears to 
be most p op u lar. 
Dr. Black bu rn p ointed ou t that 
the Salk v accine, named after its 
discov erer Dr. Jonas E. Salk , re­ 
p resents a hu ge inv estment. 
An 
estimate of $9 million is called 
“close” by most ex p erts. 
# * # 
THE VACCINE dev elop ed by Dr. 
Salk is p rep ared by treating p olio 
v iru s with formaldehy de in su ch a 
way that the chemical k ills the v ir­ 
u s bu t not its ability to help the 
hu man body ’s p rotection against 
the disease. This is called a “k ill­ 
ed v iru s ty p e of v accine”. 
Dr. Salk claimed that his v accine, 
p rop erly p rep ared and administer­ 
ed, can create lasting immu nity to 
p olio that eq u als and ev en su rp ass­ 
es immu nity acq u ired by natu ral 
infection. 
A rep ort from Colu mbu s states 
that a nu mber of dru g firms are 
already tak ing orders for fu tu re 
p rodu ction. Howev er, it is estimat­ 
ed that this su p p ly will be limited.

Prison Forestry Program

3rd Shot In Series

Giving of the third inoculation in 
a series of three proposed Salk 
polio vaccine 
shots 
may pose a 
special problem in Pickaw ay Coun­ 
ty. 
The third shot is to be given 
four weeks after the second. Ac­ 
cording to the present timetable, 
this time might occur after co­ 
unty schools had been dismissed 
for summer vacations. 
Dr. 
A. 
D. 
Blackburn, 
county 
health com m issioner, said th at the 
various schools in the county would 
have the responsibility of getting 
their first and second grade pupils, 
the ones getting the shots, back 
to the school when the 
m edical 
team arrives. 
However, all this is in the ten- 
ative stage, Dr. Blackburn pointed 
out. F irst, the vaccine m ust be li­ 
censed by the federal governm ent. 
This, he noted, could not take place 
before the April 12 announcem ent 
concerning the effectiveness of the 
vaccine on the basis of last y ear’s 
tests.

SECOND, once the vaccine is 
m anufactured it will take tim e for 
distribution. Dr. Blackburn estim ­ 
ated th a t the county m ay not get 
the vaccine until the latter p art of 
April. 
Dr. B lackburn explained th at the 
county schools are already set up 
for the shots. He said the sam e 
system would be used as the one 
em ployed by the county for giving 
diphtheria—th at is, 
virtually the 
sam e schedule of schools. 
The shots given to first and 
second graders will be free. How­ 
ever, each child had to get his 
parents’ permission. It is estim at­ 
ed that approximately two-thirds 
of the eligible pupils in Pickaway 
County will get the shots. 
The vaccine will be m ade avail­ 
able to the general public later 
on, Dr. B lackburn noted. He said 
estim ates on how much the three 
shots would cost vary—a figure of 
$5 or $6 for the three, not count­ 
ing the doctor’s fees, appears to 
be most popular. 
Dr. B lackburn pointed out th at 
the Salk vaccine, nam ed after its 
discoverer Dr. Jonas E. Salk, re ­ 
presents a huge investm ent.

THE VACCINE developed by Dr. 
Salk is prepared by treating polio 
virus with form aldehyde in such a 
way that the chem ical kills the vir­ 
us but not its ability to help the 
human body’s protection against 
the disease. This is called a “ kill­ 
ed virus type of vaccine” . 
Dr. Salk claim ed that his vaccine, 
properly prepared and adm inister­ 
ed, can create lasting im m unity to 
polio th at equals and even surpass­ 
es im m unity acquired by natural 
infection. 
A report from Columbus states 
th a t a num ber of drug firm s are j 
already taking orders for future 
production.

“ The cam ps have given us the 
opportunity to accomplish work for 
which legislative funds have never 
been available,” says J. D. Wells, 
assistani director of the D epart­ 
ment of N atural Resources. 
Success of the program , how­ 
ever, is not alone the result of 
planning by officials. 
According 
to 
Koblentz, 
m uch 
credit m ust be given to the alm ost
